j Sickles died at his home shortly after 
j 9 o’clock last night. 
His wife was at 


j his bedside. 
General Sickles and Mrs. Sickles, 
who w’as the veteran’s second wife, 
J had been estranged for many years, 
and were united through the efforts 
of Genera! Sickles’ son. only after all 
hope for his recovery had been aban­ 
doned. 
General Sickles was the last of the 
great commanders who fought in the 
battle of Gettysburg. 
The gruff old 
warrior, with one leg shot away iii 
battle, his massive head resembling 
Bismarck’s, was a picturesque figure 
as lie hobbled along on crutches dur­ 
ing the last half century of his turbu­ 
lent life. 
Born in New' York city in 
1825, Sickles, at the age of 22, fought 
the whigs as a democrat in the New 
York legislature. 
At 28 he displayed 
his fighting spirit as corporation at­ 
torney of New York. 
It was he who 
obtained for this city its great Cen­ 
tral park. 
At this time his military career ho­ 
gan as major in the Twelfth regiment. 
National Guard, New York. 
Before he was 32 years old Major 
Sickles had served as secretary of 
the legation at London under Minis­ 
ter Jam es Buchanan; he had won a 
state senatorship through 
a 
bitter 
campaign and he was seated in the 
Thirty-fifth congress at Washington. 
It was at this time th at an event 
occurred which became the sensation 
of the day. 
Sickles had begun his 
second term as congressman, iii 1859,

JUDGE WALKER RENDERS OPINION 


In Pettis County Probate Judge D. E. 
Kennedy Has Operated Under 
the General Law and W ill 
Continue to Do So. 


Jefferson City, May 5.—Through an 


opinion filed by Judge W alker in the 


supreme court yesterday in a Calla­ 


way county ease, it is held that the 


act of the last legislature giving pro­ 
bate coin*: s in counties of fifty thous­ 
and inhabitants and under exclusive 
jurisdiction over delinquent children 
under I« years of age, save in mur­ 
der eases, is 
unconstitutional 
a n i 
void. 
Judge Walker says that while this 
kind of legislation is commendable in 
a general way, yet this specific act 
would completely upset the organic 
laws of the state in Hie matter of 
criminal jurisprudence. 
Tho court says, iii declaring the 
cc. unconstitutional: 
“Given a laudable purpose, the leg­ 
islature, looking only to results, pro­ 
ceeds to enact a substantive law em­ 
bodying a system of procedure ap­ 
plicable to certain counties, for the 
hearing and determination of cases 
against infant offenders. 
While such 
legislation should be encouraged, it. 
cannot be when it is, as in this case, 
in conflict with the organic law, aud 
as a consequence out of accord with 
our* entire system of criminal juris­ 
prudence.”

He has been seen also to devour the 
cabbage butterfly and others. 
He is 
brave enough to tackle a grasshopper 
almost as large as himself. The spar­ 
row’ tears off the wings and logs of 
the hopper and the remaining parts 
make a dinner a la cafe. 
And now 
he comes consuming the 
seeds 
of 
dandelions. 
Some towns are so full 
of dandelions that all the sparrows 
tjiey contain cannot make much im­ 
pression on the seed supply, but it 
may be noted that in many parts of 
Sedalia the seeds are all off the seed 
stems. 
The sparrow’ makes the “at­ 
tack’’ just before the seed head opens 
out entire ,or when the white ends 
are clearly shown. 
A walk up W est 
Fourth street early in the morning 
before the wind has begun to blow 
the seeds off, the bald heads of hun­ 
dreds of seed stems may be seen. 
If 
you have some dandelions in your 
yard, and you no doubt have, get out 
by 5 o ’clock, if such is possible, and 
watch and see what is going on.

Control and Suppression of Hog 
Cholera. 


(By Dr. B, W. Murphy.) 


How to tell hog cholera as soon as 
it attacks the herd is the most im­ 
portant information every hog raiser 
should know'. 
The most successful 
hog raiser usually is able to recog­ 
nize this dreaded disease immediate­ 
ly upon its appearance in the herd, 
and he does this by following the 
daily pratcice of watching and care­ 
fully observing his hogs for the first 
sign of any of them being “off feed." 
W hether in the acute, quick type or 
in the slow’, chronic type, the first 
symptoms usually show’ up 
to 
the 
ow ner when he notices that one of his 
animals does not appear to he as 
active as the balance of the herd. 
This is usually noticed when the an­ 
imals come up for their feed. 
The 
suspected hog appears to 
Ik *, dull; 
walks slow, apparently as if it were 
not hungry. 
It will separate itself 
from the herd, and if it does attem pt 
to eat it will do so sparingly, and 
aimlessly walk in among the other 
hogs that are eating. 
A little later 
it will be noticed th at this animal 
will refuse to eat at all, and will lay 
around. 
If called for its feed it may 
not come, or if it does, it will walk 
slowly and aimlessly up to the feed­ 
ing trough. 
At this time it will be 
noticed that the animal appears a 
little gaunt, and the hair seems a 
little rough. 
The farm er usually re­ 
ports that the hogs do no:, seem right, 
are not pert, and seem dauncy. 
A 
careful examination shows that the 
animals seem droopy, the 
head 
is 
usually held dowrn on one side, the 
curl is gone from the tail, the back 
is arched, the hind quarters are stiff, 
and sometimes a thumping is noticed. 
The suspected animals may be con­ 
stipated or may have a dark green 
colored diarrhoea. 
The 
eyes 
seem 
reddened or they are gummed shut, 
and the sick animal presents a “tuck- 
ed-up” appearance in the flanks. Fev­ 
er is always present at this time. 
Any or all of these symptoms may 
show up during the first fori y-eigilt 
hours after the owner 
knows 
that 
something is wrong with his hogs. At 
this time it is advised that sick ani­ 
m als be taken out of tbe herd im- 
mediatelv and fed nothing but a very 
light slop diet, with plenty of clean, 
fresh drinking water. 
The advantages of 
this 
isolation 
from the balance of the herd are 
many. 
I—The most important being 
that it limits the exposure 
of 
the 
balance of the herd, and many hogs, 
that would take cholera from the sick 
animals during the next few' days, 
are saved. 
2—It limits -.he area of in­ 
fection if the diseased anim als are 
confined to a small pen, and in this 
way does not infect a large pasture 
or feed lot. 
—By having the sick 
can be more 


of cholera more 
q uickly 
detected.

In case the suspected animals die, 
the carcasses 
can 
be 
burned 
im­ 
mediately, which 
is 
not 
the 
case 
when the hogs are p erm itted to have 
access to large fields or tracts of 
timber. 
5—in case the suspected an­ 
imals recover during the next few' 
days, a diagnosis of cholera can be 
eliminated, and the farmer can look 
for other reasons, such 
as 
feeding, 
etc., for his animals being sick. 
Every farmer should he on guard 
at all times, and w’hen he learns of 
cholera existing within a mile of his 
farm he should make careful daily 
inspection of his herd. 
In the work of this office we have 
had several outbreaks of cholera fol­ 
lowing where during the week or ten 
days previous to our visit it was notic­ 
ed that several pregnant, sows abort­ 
ed or the p^gs came dead. 
On other 
farms it was noticed that. some two 
or three weeks prior to the date of 
our visit to see the 
animals 
that 
wer<e apparently off, the owner re­ 
ported one or tw*o hogs found dead, 
the cause of which he would be un­ 
able to explain. 
The fanners iii Pettis county are 
strongly advised, whenever 
one 
of 
their bogs is found dead, to notify 
the government, office, at Sedalia, im­ 
mediately, and a visit will be made 
to the farm, and a post-mortem ex­ 
amination of the dead animal will 
(result in 
knowing whether or not 
hog cholera is present, 
lf this post­ 
mortem examination 
should 
reveal 
cholera, the balance of the herd can 
he saved by the proper use of vac­ 
cination at this time; whereas, if we 
wait until symptoms show up in the 
balance of the herd, considerable loss 
should be expected. 
This 
is 
the 
third article on hog cholera. 
Several

AFRICA YIELDS OLDEST MAN 


Skeleton Hundreds of Thousands of 
Years OW Found In Desert in 
German Section. 
Mrs. Havelock Ellis Say s the Suffrage 
Problem Is Easy. 
Close Connection.

Berlin.—That a highly-developed hu 
mao race inhabited Africa many hun 
dreds of thousands of years ago is 
shown, according, to Dr. Haps Rock, 
professor of paleontology of Berlin, by 
the discovery of a perfectly preserved 
fossil human -skeleton in the t * * * 
of German East Africa, * 
The skeleton was extracted from 
diluvial strata in a dry and desert 
canyon, once apparently a fertile, 
equatorial swamp. 
The fossil is one 
of the most remarkable in existence, 
being quite perfect in teeth, skull, 
ribs, breastbone and extremities, de­ 
spite its incalculable age proved by 
fossils of extinct animals which sur­ 
rounded it. 
The skeleton shows few 
signs of “undeveloped” humanity. 
“At this geological epoch a very 
highly developed human race inhab­ 
ited the African continent,” declares 
the doctor. 
“The fossil was found 
in tufa limestone, and must have 
been deposited there when the exist­ 
ing desert was equatorial 
swamp: 
that is, at the period when central 
Europe was passing through the gla­ 
cial epoch.” 
The same tufa excavations revealed 
monstrous 
elephants, 
hippopotomi, 
rhinoceros, gigantic apes and many 
other animals either extinct or degen­ 
erated. The skeleton is believed to be 
much nearer than anything yet dis­ 
covered to the original foundation of 
the human race.

Ct orgo Mannheimer, 
of New York, 
declared emphatically before the clin­ 
ical section of the National Associa­ 
tion for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis here today 
that Fried­ 
mann vaccine had exhibited neither 
curative nor preventive powers, and 
taal it could not therefore be recom­ 
mended. 
“In March, 1913,” said Dr. Mann- 
re imer, 
‘‘eighteen 
patients 
wer« 
treated under my 
supervision. 
Of 
these fifteen can be followed up, and 
of that number three are dead. The 
number of injections in these cases 
were one, two and four, respectively. 
Of the remaining 
twelve 
patients. 
ten receded one and 
two received 
four injections. Five of the ten pa­ 
tients who received one inection de­ 
veloped abscesses at the site of the 
injection and w’ere therefore unsuita- 
able for further injections, according 
to the inventor. The other five pati­ 
ents were not reinjected, either be­ 
er, use they did not see 
the improve­ 
ment they had been led to expect or 
I ecause they had become worse and 
had lost confidence 
in 
Friedmann. 
As to their present condition, five 01 
them are unchanged and five of them 
are worse than a year ago. 
‘ One patient who 
had four injec­ 
tions, feels well and presents signs 
of an arrested lung process, but Im 
I.as not gained 
in 
weight and has 
developed a new’ tuberculous process 
in another part, of the body.

second patient with

Dr. Archiald's Paper. 


Washington, May 8.—Two kinds of 
operation are 
proving 
effective in 
the treatment of tuberculosis, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Edward Archibald, of Mon­ 
treal, who read a paper on pulmona­ 
ry surgery before the 
clinical sec­ 
tion of the National Association for 
the Study and Prevention of Tuber­ 
culosis here today. 
The first method explained by Dr. 
Archibald aims to produce a collapse 
cf the affected 
lung 
through com- 
ression, effected by introducing into 
the chest cavity outside the lung a 
certain amount of nitrogen gas. 
By 
means of .this compression the tu­ 
berculosis lung, being set at rest and 
prevented from 
filling 
its 
natural 
function, is more readily healed than 
it could be under normal conditions. 
The second method which he ad- 
\teated was the removal of the ribs 
cr portions of them, so that atmos­ 
pheric pressure may act upon 
the 
lung through the soft yielding struc­ 
ture of the thoracic muscles, or that. 
(he ribs may be 
allowed 
to fall in 
upon th.e lung beneath and exercise 
compression. 
In 
either 
case 
the 
movements of 
breathing 
are abol­ 
ished and the lung 
is 
put 
out of 
function. 
Of course, he said, such operations 
were of value usually only in cases 
here one lung was affected, but the 
ether remaining 
practically 
sound. 
Fe said that the German and French 
physicians had reported good results 
in using the second method. ‘‘Great 
care must be taken, however.” he ad­ 
ded. ‘‘in either method to treat only 
inose cases where an X-rav examina­ 
tion and other tests have shown he­
